(which means that all the blinds 
the Inw allows will be installed

of blinds, all privately owned and 
patrolled. 


To give you some idea of the in- 


roads in the national duck flock 
on shooting area can make, take r. 
look .it these figures just in from 
Missouri. In that state there is a 
shon'ing ground' called Fountain 
Grovo Wildlife Area.

shoot rherc must repot I their kill 
to the 
1 wardens. 


In n 70-day season, closing last 


Jan. 2nd. 7,520 birds were brought 
out of the Fountain Grove .area. 
Most of these were Mallards, but 
in (ho kill were 1G3 Canadian geese. 


At neprby Swan Lake, an easy 


drive by car, 3,030 geese were kill- 
ed most of them Canadians. In the 
two shooting areas a total of 16,- 
3f)2 hunters registered in Cor shoot- 
ing. 


Of course, these figures account 


only for the birds that wei'e killed, 
retrieved and reported. Inevitably, 
with our present limit of Cour ducks 
per day,' some birds would be tak- 
en away without toeing reported — 
not many, but some, maybe an- 
other ten per cent. 


Now add to that the usual crip- 


pling loss of 25 per cent and 'you 
about have the score for a small 
section of Missouri for one season. 
And the kills are not impressive, 
considering the number of guns; 
about average. With, these .figures 
as a yardstick you can: imagine 
what the national totals must be. 


Small wonder that Fish1 and Wild- 


life holds us down to four ducks 
a day. 


Duplication—Of Efforts 
There are two governmental or- 


ganizations which seem to have a 
perfect genius J"or doing things eith- 
er the hard way or the wrong way, 
sometimes both. These are the U. 
S. Corps of Army Engineers and 
the Bureau of Reclamation. Of 
course, we could be wrong, maybe 


we nave talked to the wrong peo- 
ple or read ttrt wrong news ic- 
}jorls. But tills does not socm like- 
ly. Mnro is an example. 


For sfifnetime now Arizona and 


California have br>6h suabbling over 
Which state call use what arhouVit 
of water from the Colorado Riv«5r. 
Meanwhile*- the Bureau of Reclaftv 
ation did some dredging work In 
Ihe river bottom. In so doing, a 
valuable 
wildlife 
and 
waterfowl 


area called TopOck Marsh 
was 


drained. 


Neither state could step In and 


rectify the damage because of the 
lawsuit about Water rights going 
on in the tJnilqd States Supreme 
Court. And the Bureau of Keelarh* 
ation evidently did nbthlhg about 
it. So U.S. Fish and Wildlife step- 
pod into the picture, 


Now water is being diverted Into 


Topock Marsh so that once more 
it can hold its yearly average of 
40,000 ducks and peese. The report 
does not say who is doing — and 
paying for — tho incidental work 
but Wo would like to lay a small 
bet that we can guess who isn't. 


Whooping Cranes 
Tha last remaining survivors of 


the flock of whooping cranes ?re 
just about nou1 on their way to 
the nesting grounds near Great 
Slave Lake in British Columbia, 
Canada. 


For some' time it was thought 


(hat 
this spectacular big bird was 


extinct. Then by groat good for- 
tune, one of the government natur- 
alists discovered the flock at Great 
Slavs Lake, Immediately steps we' e 
taken to protect this flock at ?11 
cost).- It then numbered only 14 
birds. 


Now hero are 31 birds in exis- 


tence — 26 at large four in cap- 
tivity at New Orleans and one at 
San 
Antonio. Unfortunately, 
one 


bird was lost during the sohthwarc! 
migration last fall to tho wintei- 
ing grounds in the National Wild- 
life Refuge at Arkansas, Texas. 


There car; be no reasoii or PX- 


cuse for anybody to shoot one of 
these birds. They are mostly white 
with black wing tips, and they have 
a wing'spread'of about seven feet, 
•There is no bird 
resembling a 


whooping crane which can be shot 
legally, even during the gunning 
season. So" keep this in mindjishould 
you have1 a' gun in your hand and 
one comes within range. Ttjc pen- 
alties for1 shooting one arc exceed- 
ingly heavy.
